-Acorrespondent of the Praydg Samdchdr (Allahabad , 
Monkey-nuisance in the Of the 24th September, complhins that 
city of Allahabad, for some years past the number of 
monkeys has so much increased in the city of Allahabad that 
they have become a regular nuisance and source of much 
danger to the people. They wander about in troops, pull up 
and break tiled roofs, throw pieces of broken tiles on the heads 
of passers-by, snatch away everything that comes in their 
way, whether eatable or not, and do all sorts of mischief. 


If anybody, however, interferes with them and tries to drive 


them away, they attack him in a body, biting and scratching 
him so severely that the poor fellow has tolie in bed for 
months before he recovers from the wounds he has received 
from them. Such being the case, children and women are 
especially exposed to great danger from them. The residents 
of the town repeatedly complained to the Municipal Board 
on the subject, and in 1883 the latter felt itself obliged to 
‘appoint its three members, namely, Lala Ramcharan Lal, 
Babu Asutosh Mukerji, and Munshi Kamté Prasad, to have 
the monkeys caught and exported from the town. Four years 


have already elapsed, and these gentlemen have not yet | 


taken any effectual steps for the exportation of the monkeys. 
The numbér of these mischievous animals has still more 
increased during the last four years, and the people are now
